The launching of this event was broadcast over two stations of 
the A. B. S. network by the Hearst organization. One broadcast took 
place in the afternoon, the other in the evening of the same day. 
This means added popularity for our cartoon stars and also means in- 
creased activity of our studios. 
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THINGS YOU MAY NOT KNOW ABOUT THE FLEISCHER STUDIOS 


It is the oldest cartoon organization in the motion picture bus- 
iness. 


Approximately 90% of all the patents used in the manufacture of 
cartoons are owned by the Fleischer Studios. 


The Fleischer Studios experimented with sound on film in cooper- 
ation with Dr. Lee de Forrest 6 years before it was adopted by the 
industry. 


This company also experimented with color films 12 years ago when 
color processes were impractical. 


In 1930, the Fleischer Studios gave its employees a bonus of ten 
thousand dollars. Those were the good old days and let's hope they 
come back again. 


The newest revolutionary step in the making of cartoons is the 
stereoscopic or third dimensional effect. This is another Fleischer 
Studios invention solely owned by them. More will be said about this 
in a later issue. 


The constant growth of the Fleischer Studios has made it necessary 
to add part of the 8th floor to its present space. 


There are about 300 animators in the cartoon industry. 75% of 
this talent was trained by the Fleischer Studios. 


There has been only one dcath during the history of the Fleischer 


Studios. There have been over 15 marriages in the organization of 
members who met here for the first time. 
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MAX FLEISCHER 


Was born in Austria. He doesn't know how old he is, because he can't 
remember wher he was born. 


At the early age of four years, he decided to bring his parerts to the 
"LAND OF FREEDOM", namely the United States. 


He was educated in public schools of New York - studied art at The Art 
Students League, Cooper Institute and New York Evening High School. Also 
took private instructions. 


egan his career as an errand toy in the Art Department of the Erook~ 
lyn Daily Eagle and later became Cartoonist of th paper. 


Being mechanically inclineé he took up Sechanical drawing at the Mechar- 
ies and Tradesman High School in New York. He was connected with engraving 
companies and later became Art Editor of the "Popular Science Monthly". 


Through his ingenious mind ve won the World War. (Anyway, he helped). 
Engaged ty the General Staff of the United States Army at Fort Sill, Okla- 
homa, he produced technical military motion pictures by which means the 
troops were trained with amazing rapidity in the use of firearms and light 
artillery. 


His work for the government was so successful that his reputation in 
the motion picture field spread rapidly and after the War, he produced a 
eartoon series in combination with actual photography by a process, invented 
and patented ty him. 


After that there was no holding him. His brain worked so fast that it 
wasn't long before he had some ten or twelve patents relating to cartoon art 
and its productive mechanisms, credited to him. 


In cooperatior. with the Museum of Natural History, he produced a picture 
titled "ZVOLUTION", which caused considerable comment throughout the world. 


Later, in cooperation with Prefessor Garrett P. Serviss of the New 
York Evening Journal, he produced a film on "EINSTEIN'S THSCRY OF RELATIVITY" 
on which one newspaper reviewer said that Max was “either a man of super- 
intelligence or just plain crazy". 
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If you remember, when Einstein announced his "Theory of Relativity" 
it was said that only seven men in the entire world understood it, but 
Max went Einstein one better. When he got his picture finished there 
was only one man in the world who understood it, and that was Max himself. 


There are other productions credited to him, too numerous to list, 
put there is one serics we must mention as being outstanding and that is 
his "OUT OF THE INKWELL". 


From the "INKWELL” we jump into the present time where we find Max, 
president and "big boss" of the Fleischer Studios, Inc. 


And when we say BIG we not only mean his belly, but his heart too. 

He is kind and considerate, with always time to listen to the per~ 
sonal problems of his employees, and offer his advice which is always 
sincere and beneficial. 

Loves hot dogs and chocolate eclairs. 

Always grubs cigarettes from his secretarye 

His favorite spart is bowling (and he thinks he's good.) 


His favorite color is rca, (Must be the Spanish in him). 


All in all he’s a swell guy, ané we all think the world of him - 
fat belly and all. 


As Max (and we all call him Max) walks through the studios from 
one department to another greeting the boys and girls of our organiza- 
tion, his democratic and unassuming manner makes it hard to believe 
that he is a figure of international fame - a real celebrity.

During toyhood he divided his time tetween Amateur Nights in the lo- 
cal theater and school. He filled his school tooks with caricatures and 
the theater with customers. His teachers gave him a diploma when he hand- 
ed over the sketches, and the theater gave him “walking papers" when he 
tried out a new act. 


Equipped with a sense of humor and optimism Dave joined a theatrical 
company. The company went broke and Dave went to work. 


Associating himself with his brother Max in developing the "Inkwell 
Comedies", Dave played the part of the Clown. From the role of Clown he 
rapidly advanced to the Clown's director. 


During the World War Dave enlisted and was stationed in Washington, 
D. C. While he was in the Nation's Capital women were given the right 
to vote, the Armistice wes signed and the Country was swept by a wave of 
progperity. 


Retiring from public life he seriously returned to comedy. Under 
his direction Betty Boop has advanced from a hard-working "extra" to star- 
dom while Popeye The Sailor has packed the theatres and saved the country 
from the "Big Bad Wolf". 


Dave's philosophy is to look at life from the proper viewpoint. Con- 
sequently, he stands on his head to write a scenario and walks around on 
his hands.
